To Deadly Radioactive Strontium 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 — The 
Atomic Energy Commission is 
investigating the possibility of 
giving populations .anti-radio- 
strontium pills in the event of an 
atomic attack. 

The commission also is study- 
ing the possible use of special 
fertilizers to neutralize radioac- 
tive debris from atomic: reactor 
explosions, or possibly even from 
atomic attacks. 

These two new possibilities of 
radiation counter-measures were 
disclosed in an interview by Dr. 
Willard F. Libby, the scientific 
member of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

The two possible counter-mea- 
sures would be aimed in particu- 
lar at strontium-90, the danger- 


ous. long-lived radioactive mater-

ial produced in an atomic reac- 
tion. Chemically similar to cal- 
cium, strontium-90 tends to con- 
centrate in the human bones, 
where it can cause bone cancer 
and leukemia. 

Dr. Libby said that two ap- 
parently promising avenues for 
attacking strontium-90 have 
turned up in the commission’s re- 
search into radioactive fall-out 
from atomic tests and the effects 
of radiation on the human body. 
The research is part of. Project 
Sunshine, a radiation and fall-out 
study being substantially ex- 
panded by the commission. 

Both avenues, he said, are now 


shine. The research, it was em- 
phasized, is still in the prelim- 


inary stages. 

Dr. Libby observed that scien- 
tists at the commission’s labora- 
tories in Oak Ridge,. Tenn., have 
discovered’ in experiments on 
rats that it is possible to de- 
crease the retention of strontium- 
90 in the rats’ bodies by increas- 
ing their intake of calcium. 

“This is areal interesting de- 
velopment if it holds true for 
humans,” Dr, Libby observed.

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County Lines Are 
Drag on Education 


Francis Shurling of Wrightsville has 
advised his fellow members of the State 
Board of Education that the day is com- 
ing when educators must consider shift- 
ing school administration from county to 
district levels. 

That day is closer than most people 
choose to think. In fact, the need for such 
& change already exists due to popula- 
tion changes and other factors. But there 
has been a decided lack of interest and 
éffort toward facing up to the problem. 

The affection of any county for its 
‘little red schoolhouse” is strong and at 
times even fierce. Of course, its people 
are willing for a new school plant to re- 
place the outmoded structure—but only if 
it’s built in the same county. They balk 
at the idea of area schools or district ad- 
ministration. 

As admirable a trait as loyalty is, at- 
tachment for the status quo in this in- 
stance often adds up merely to false pride 
or jealousy over the loss of something that 
no longer is justified or can be supported 
adequately. Such reasoning on the part of 
diehards is expensive and wasteful. 

Consolidation of schools at the county 
level has resulted in more efficiency at 
less cost. The same would apply to a 
greater extent at the district level in rural 
afeas if the reluctance to crossing county 
lines is treated as the outworn custom that 
it really is. 

Costs of education, of course, are 
mounting annually. Teachers understand- 
ably want more money and there is re- 
newed concern for more emphasis upon 
quality in education. 

At the same time, attention must be 
focused upon effecting economies where 
feasible and deriving the maximum bene- 
fits from the education dollar. 

It is an expensive mistake to continue 
losing time toward activation of a district 
school plan whereby a better job can be 
done at less eost.

Russian Is Still Greek 


To American Students 


Millions of Russians read and speak 
English. They evidently are well aware 
of that old adage, “Know thy enemy.” 
Their scientists have little trouble keeping 
abreast of the latest developments in this 
country. 

But in contrast in the United States 
the Russian vocabulary of most Ameri- 
cans consists of two words, one “Nyet,” 
made familiar by Andrei Gromyko in his 
United Nations harangues, the other 
“Sputnik,” dramatized with every passing 
hour. 

Why this ignorance of Russian and 
things Russian? 

The principal reason is there’s no de- 
mand for it in the schools. In our high 
schools only 300 students all told are at 
present taking Russian. Furthermore, it’s 
offered in only five public and six pri- 
vate schools, excepting colleges, in the 
entire United States. 

This should make Nikita Khrushchev 
clap his hands in glee. 

It’s time we read the writing on the 
wall and adjusted our educational sights 
to include Russian. Perhaps defunct Latin 
could be replaced with a language a little 
more 20th century-ish.

More People Concerned 


About Mental Health 


As man adjusts to the atomic age, it 
becomes more and more apparent that 
he has improved everything except him- 
self and his relationship with his fellow- 
man. 

In the administration of justice, in 
penology, in the treatment of the men- 
tally ill, man still lives decades behind 
the times. 

Thinking people, sympathetic to the 
plight of the mentally ill, are aware of 
the lag and trying to do something reme- 
dial. 

In Georgia there is a mowenent to 
take the mental hospital from the welfare 
department and put it under the super- 
vision of the health department, where 
it belongs. 

In New Jersey, the state mental health 
association and the psychological associ- 
ation seek drastic changes in laws on 
commitment and discharges of mental pa- 
tients. 

They insist the juries and open courts 
are not competent to judge sanity nor is 
an open hearing just to the individual 
involved. 

Many Georgians join in the sentiment. 
They are the ones who have seen lunacy 
commissions in action and have won- 
dered on which side of the bar is the 
alleged’ aberration. 

The present system is an offense to the 
dignity of the individual and to the pride 
of families 


The nation needs scientists, it is true. 
There is a need for human engineers, 


too—for persons trained in handling the 
problems of people. 

There is a crying need for personnel 
skilled in psychiatry. This is the group 
which should be charged with the com- 
mitment, the treatment and the release 
of the mentally ill.

Judge Thomas Issues 
Good Advice to Parents 


Judge Douglas F. Thomas of the 
Brunswick Judicial Circuit scored some 
solid points on juvenile delinquency, or 
as he prefers to call it, “juvenile indis- 
cretion,” in a, recent address to the Ha- 
ziehurst Lions Club. 

“Many parents are not supporting their 
children today from a moral standpoint,” 
he charged. And, unhappily, that is quite 
true. 

Too many fathers and mothers expect 
the schools and churches to raise, train 
and discipline their children, Judge 
Thomas observed. The remedy he pre- 
scribed calls for parents to get closer to 
their children, spend more time with 
them and to know where they are at 
night. 

This is sound advice on a pressing 
problem. Many ‘parents have drifted away 
from the old principle that discipline be- 
gins at home. They have depended too 
much on outside agencies to shoulder 
responsibilities for them. 

Furthermore, there is too much of the 
parental attitude of “Do as I say do, not 
as I do.” It’s time for a return to some 
basic fundamentals, such as parents set- 
ting an example and seeing to it that their 
youngsters live up to it.

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Will We Push the Pendulum of Education 
Into Rigid Arc of Totalitarian Concepts? 


Birmingham, Ala. — With the 
advent of Sputnik we are once 
again in danger of repeating a 
mistake which has been made so 
many times it seems incredible 
that it could be happening again. 
History seems to reveal that men 
are doomed to progress along a 
Straight line only by taking the 
path of Galileo’s pendulum. 

Some years ago in this country 
educators began to realize that 
not only was the backbone of a 
democracy an educated populace 
but that every free citizen should 
have as his birthright an oppor- 
tunity to develop himself to the 
limit of his capabilities, be they 
what they may. 

We were horrified at the prac- 
tice of other countries in taking 
potential genius in the fields of 
music, art, literature and religion 
and forcing it into the cold, pre- 
cise, demanding fields of mathe- 
matics and science in order to 
produce better war machines, 
both human and mechanical. 

Toaay the pendulum sharply 
and rapidly has begun its back- 
ward swing. On every hand edu- 
cation is buffeted about with 
charge after charge that schools 
are Offering “creampuff courses” 
which are dangerously jeopardiz- 
ing our national preparedness. 

What is a “‘creampuff course?” 
I have heard that there are 
many, but one will suffice to il- 
lustrate my point. Courses in 
learning to drive an automobile 
have been so called, yet we are 
told today that there are enough 
cars on our highways to trans- 
port our entire population without 
using the back seats. Ninety-five 
per cent of our high school stu- 
dents will one day drive a car. 
How many will ever have oc- 
casion to use an advanced course 
in physics, trigonometry or chem- 
istry? 

Democratic schools which are 
pledged tu the service of all young 
people should. not indiscriminate- 
ly ‘put more starch” in their 
curricula. Let me here enter a 
plea not to allow the pendulum 
to swing back to anything less 
than democracy.

The Long Journey 
Led to a New Life 


That the birth of Jesus was important to the 
history of the world no man questions. We recog- 
nize the significance of that hour in our calen- 


dars. It is as though His birth is the great watershed of  bhery. 
There were the years before His birth and there are the years which 


followed. 
mock our apathy. 

But why was His birth of so 
great a consequence? Why after 
20 centuries do millions of men 
honor and reverence Him? I 
want to suggest an answer by 
referring to a great poem by one 
of our greatest poets. This poem 
with the vividness of all great 
poetry reveals the truth. The 
poem is “Journey of the Magi” 
and the poet is T. S. Eliot. 

One of the magi, now old in 
years and rich in experience, re- 
calls that day when with the 
others he crossed the deserts and 
followed a star. 

“A cold coming we had of it... 
Just the worst time of the year. .. 
For a journey and such a long 
journey. .. . The ways deep and 
the weather sharp. . . . The very 
dead of winter.” At times during 
that long journey he remembered 
his pleasant home, “the summer 
palaces on slopes, the terraces... 
and the silken girls bringing sher- 
bet.”” And, of course, there were 
those along the way who taunted 
him with the words that his jour- 
ney was all folly. 


“All this was a long time ago,” 
muses the aged magi. Now, how- 
ever, he still wonders, ‘“‘Were we 
led all that way for birth or 
death?” He had seen births and 
deaths before but “‘this birth was 
hard and bitter agony for us, like 
death, our death.”’ He returned to 
his kingdom but he had changed. 
The old way no longer satisfied.

The short poem concludes with 
the old man’s observation, “I 
should be glad of another death,” 
meaning, as I understand it, that 
the magi would gladly die again 
if he might discover such a new 
spiritual birth. 

That is the substance of Eliot’s 
poem, but a poem is always more 
than words and images. It is an 
impression on the mind, a seed 
that matures in the imagination, 
a leaf borne gently on the winds 
of experience. And this poem sug- 
gests far more than it states. It 
unfolds the true meaning of 
Christmas. A man of questing 
faith must give up some things 
if he would enlarge his life with 
new truth. 

If we come to Christmas bur- 
dened with fears and doubts and 
anxieties and little minds, we 
shall never find Him who is the 
Way, the Truth and the Life. 
These things must go. They must 
die, if something new — the life 
and light of God revealed in the 
Son of His love — is to be born 
within our hearts. 

‘‘Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye must be born again,” 
said Jesus. When His life is born 
within us, we too shall never la- 
ment the death of that which was 
ours before. For when His life 
is come unto us, we have passed 
from death unto life. 


NATO Will Answer 
Bulganin’s Probing 


PARIS—All right, let’s be honest; 
Most of us correspondents 
were overly pessimistic about what would be 


right out and say it:

accomplished at the NATO conference. It has been far more produc- 


tive, 
themselves, expected. 

It is not overstating it to say 
it has been a solid, substantial 
and significant success. 

I don’t mean this summit as- 
sembly of 15 Presidents and 
Prime Ministers has fashioned any 
dramatic surprises, any new, 
bold and resplendent measures to 
give a great lift to the free world 
and to the uncommitted nations. 

I don’t mean it was only the 
press corps here which took a 
dim view about what was going 
to be accomplished. On the eve 
of the first session the American 
newspapermen were gloomily told 
by sources they had reason to re- 
spect that the decision the United 
States thought most important— 
the decision that NATO should be 
equipped with missiles and mis- 
sile bases—would probably be 
postponed. The argument was ad- 
vanced that while this was impor- 
tant there was no urgency about 
it since there would be time to do 
it later. 

The decision was taken firmly 
and unanimously. Nearly every- 
body was wrong about that. and 
the diplomats were themselves 
hedging against their own antici- 
pated inaction. 

There were two. significant 
shifts which the conference took 
at mid-stream and which crossed 
up the pessimists.

Each country may well advance 
different proposals for Moscow to 
respond to, but no NATO coun- 
tries will go off without clearing 
its proposals with the others. 

The aim is to keep Bulganin 
busy replying to our suggestions 
so that the West is not, as in the 
past, constantly in the position of 
responding to his.

We'll have a pretty good club. Right now we've lost three. We 
didn’t expect to lose those three, but we won three others we 
didn’t expect to win.”’ 

“But that’s the way this game is now. Every night you go out 
there somebody's waiting to knock you off. Like West Virginia. 
I wasn’t too surprised when they beat North, Carolina. You just 
don’t keep winning when you're playing that kind of opposition.”’ 

Rupp’s teams have been Winning them pretty regularly against 
all types of opposition. Now in his 28th year coaching the Wildcats, 
he has a 566-100 record. His teams have taken the SEC title 17 
times and shared it once since 1933. Four times his teams have 
been chosen national champions by wire service polls, three times 
have won the NCAA crown and once the NIT title.
